Symptoms of Undulant Fever May
Vary, Health Official Reports

Brucellosis, also called undu-
lant fever, is a bacterial infec-
tion that is transmitted from
animals to man, It is prevalent
just about everywhere in the
world, and some 4000 cases are
reported in the United States
every year.

Symptoms of the disease are
so varied that it is difficult to
diagnose, and it is therefore
not unlikely that the majority
of cases are not reported at all.
Although the disorder causes
death in only about two per
cent of the known cases that
oceur, it may result in physi-

CATTLE, GOATS, and hogs
are the chief sources of infec-
tion in this country, with cattle
predominating in this area,
Spread of the disease is usual-
ly through unpasteurized milk
and other dairy products or in-
fected meat, or by the handling
of an infected animal or car-

cass,

As a matter of fact, since the
bacteria may pass through
broken skin, brucellosis is one
of the occupational hazards of
veterinarians, packing house
employees, dairy farmers, but-
chers, and fhe‘likf.

THE DISEASE is often called
undulant fever because the
fever that generally occurs af-
ter infection follows a very de-
cided up and down pattern, For
this reason, some physicians
gtill prefer to use this older
designation since, in many in-
stances, it is more truly de-
scriptive of the disease. How-
ever, there are cases in which
the fever may not fluctuate or
may even be absent.

Symptoms of brucellosis may
be evident in from 5 to 21
days after infection or may
not appear for several months.
Most typical is the ffwer that
comes and goes while head-
ache, weakness, profuse sweat~
ing, chills, backache, pain in
the joints, loss of weight, appe-
tite and strength, and nervous
jrritability are other signs of
the disease. Hlness may last
only a few days or recur off
and on for a numk:er of years.

UNFORTUNATELY, these,
and other symptoms of brucel-
losis, closely resemble those
produced by many different
diseases including tuberculosis,
typhoid fever, influenza, and
acute rheumatic fever to name
but a few. Diagnosis can only
be confirmed by repeated lab-
oratory tests.

Control of the disease in
animals is the only sure way
of preventing its occurance in
man, For this reason, Califor-
nia state law requires that all
calves be vaccinated against
the disease, However, vaccina-
